Tn my opinion a school 
board should be aware of 
the needs of the community 
in relation to education adap­ 
table to the society in which 
\ve live.

The continuation and ad­ 
vancement of more basic 
skills such as reading, spell­ 
ing and arithmetic, especial­ 
ly at elementary school 
level, which are the tools 
for learning for higher and
specific fields.* * *
Pauline (Polly) Watts:

The school board is re­ 
sponsible to the people and 
the board should be respon­ 
sive to the needs of the com­ 
munity, as well as the na­ 
tion, In establishing policies 
for curricula over and above 
by the state code.

The board should encour­ 
age broadening throughout 
the school system the good 
practices that do exist in 
specific schools, so curricu­ 
lum content is comparable 
in course throughout the
school cystem.* * *
Kurt T. Shery:
The state legislature pre­ 
scribes what should be 
taught in our schools.

This is the minimum from 
which we start. The board 
sets policy, the superinten­ 
dent carries it out, as direct­ 
ed.
